His friend said he could not get any until 
the brik opened at nine o'clock.

Jordan did not succeed in getting money 
before the eight o'clock train started, 
and an hour later, whiU he was in a stora, 
three ,-acn entered the place, hurried him 
into a carriage and drove off with the 
avowed intention of killing him.

He hrd quarreled with his 
wife, and had been reading an account of 
the Whitechapel murder, and was greatly 
excited. She told a neighbor that he said 
he wonld fix her before Monday morning 
so she would uot trouble him any more, 
On Saturday night Mri.

Fog 
horns, whistles, kazooe. tin cymbals, tin 
cans rigged to send forth dismal eonnds) 
cow bells, eleighbells, wooden rattles, and 
every conceivable instrument of torture 
and noise, combined to make a cin such 
us has never been heard in Decatnr on 
any former occasion, political or otber- 


During the afternoon D. A. Maffit with 


L, L. Burrows as a companion appeared 
on the streets with his elaborately deco- 
rated buggy and horse, a rig decked from 
the bed to the tips of the horse's ears with 
pictures of Gen. Harrison, Hags, bunting, 
and silk trimming, Doc wearing the ac- 
cumulated badges of the campaign in 
which he has taken a leading part. The 
rig was greatly admired. The long whip 
which stood in the Pocket was bent with 
its weight of trimmings. The afternoon 
parade was just a feeler and brought out 
the people by the thousands. The mem- 
bers of Goodman's Band appeared in 
Mardi Gras suits, the bass drummer ap- 
pearing as n woman, and they marched 
n an ii regular manner while they pluyed 
jubilee airs in perfect time.

along came the colored band playing 
gaily at intervals. There were several 
lecorated rigs in the parade. Kris Kinser 
iiiid a miniature wheel-barrow in which 
he pushed an English bulldog decked 
out in proper style. L. F. Muzzy sur- 
pused the people by marching behind 
thu band attired in a bright costume and 
swinging a bassoon. He wore a jaunty 
hat painted red. Campaign hats painted 
red were too numerous to mention. The 
afternoon parade though brief was quite 
lively. The HEPUBLICAN office was sere- 
naded, and soon thereafter the paraders 
disbanded to get ready for the hurrah at 
night. 


As early as six o'clock in the evening
